To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tottington  Urban  District 
Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1952  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  the  population 
showed  a  slight  decrease  to  5,783.  The  *adjusted  birth  rate  was 
12.1  per  thousand  of  the  population^  compared  with  the  national 
rate  of  15.3.  The  adjusted  deatn  rate  was  15.4  for  Tottington 
and  11.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 
Three  of  these  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  month  of  life,  and 
were  recorded  as  prematurity. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  slight,  and  there 
were  no  deaths.  One  school  had  a  number  of  cases  of  Sonne 
Dysentery.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  two  deaths,  and  there 
were  six  new  cases  of  this  form  of  the  disease ;  also  two  new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Over  half  of  all  deaths  were  due 
to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  Twenty-one  persons  were 
over  eighty  years  of  age  at  death,  which  number  equals  one-fifth 
of  all  the  deaths. 

Certain  private  water  supplies  are  undoubtedly  polluted,  and 
the  water  is  unfit  for  drinking  in  the  raw  state.  The  Council’s 
scheme  for  a  mains  supply  has  not  received  official  sanction. 

One  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  contain  tuberculous  infection, 
and  parents  are  reminded  that  babies  and  young  children  should 
have  milk  from  tuberculin  tested  cattle  (T.T.  milk),  or  have 
heat-treated  milk,  i.e. ,  pasteurised  or  sterilised  milk. 
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Twelve  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  by  the 
Council  and  three  by  private  enterprise.  Four  unfit  houses  were 
demolished  and  seven  others  were  closed. 

I  wish  to  express  to  Members  of  the  Council  and  Officers 
my  thanks  for  their  valued  help  and  support  during  the  year.

Although  many  of  the  houses  in  the  areas  inspected  are 
structurally  sound,  the  absence  of  piped  water  supply  and  main 
drainage  renders  them  sub-standard. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  supplies  1,736  houses  with 
piped  water,  while  215  houses  are  supplied  with  water  from  pri¬ 
vate  supplies  (wells  and  springs). 

The  private  water  supplies  to  Affetside,  Four  Lane  Ends,  and 
Three  Lane  Ends  districts  are  frequently  polluted  by  organisms 
of  the  faecal  type.  A  scheme  for  the  supply  of  piped  water  to 
these  areas  has  been  prepared,  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  has  indicated  its  reluctance  to  sanction  the 
carrying  out  of  the  scheme  at  the  present  time.

2.  Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

There  is  no  sewage  disposal  works  in  Tottington,  and  treat¬ 
ment  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Borough  of  Bury  in  their  works. 
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The  main  sewer  serving  fourteen  houses  in  Lea  Bank,  Hawk- 
shaw,  has  been  improved  to  permit  the  conversion  of  insanitary 
type  closets. 

Part  of  Holcombe  Road,  near  the  boundary  with  Ramsbottom 
U.D.C.,  has  no  main  sewer,  and  main  drainage  is  to  septic  tanks. 
A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  main  sewer  has  been  prepared. 

Affetside,  Four  Lane  Ends,  and  Three  Land  Ends  districts 
have  no  main  sewers.

The  Council  are  prepared  to  pay  50%  of  the  costs  reasonably 
incurred  in  the  carrying  out  of  conversions  to  the  water  carriage 
system.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  few  pail  and  privy  midden 
type  closets  remain  to  be  converted,  where  such  conversions  are 
practicable. 

The  conversion  of  tipplers  to  water  closets  is  proceeding. 

4.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  operations  involved  under  this  heading  are  the  collection 
of  bin  refuse,  nightsoil  from  middens  and  pails,  and  kitchen  waste. 
A  regular  weekly  collection  of  these  waste  matters  has  been  main¬ 
tained. 

The  staff  engaged  comprises  : — 

(1)  Driver  of  the  S.D.  Freighter  and  four  men. 

(2)  Two  men  principally  engaged  on  the  collection  of  nightsoil, 
using  a  horse  and  cart  for  conveyance. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  on  two  sites,  at  Bury 
Road  and  Turton  Road. 

Street  sweeping  and  gully  cleaning  are  satisfactorily  carried 
out  by  three  men. 
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5.  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

(a)  Food  premises.

During  the  course  of  inspections,  small  quantities  of  food, 
mainly  of  the  tinned  variety,  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  These  were  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  retailers. 

There  is  no  licensed  slaughterhouse  operating  within  the 
Urban  District,  and  meat  supplied  to  shops  is  slaughtered  and 
inspected  at  the  Public  Abattoir  at  Bury. 

(b)  Licensed  Hotels  and  Inns. 

During  the  year  all  licensed  hotels  and  inns  in  the  district  were 
visited.  Generally,  conditions  were  found  to  be  good. 

There  are  eleven  licensed  houses  and  two  licensed  clubs  within 
the  area. 

(c)  Milk  Supply. 

17  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  distributors  in  the  area 
and  submitted  for  analysis.  One  sample  was  found  to  contain 
Tubercle  bacilli.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  was  informed  and 
clinical  examinations  of  the  herd  were  made.  The  samples  taken 
subsequently  proved  negative.  All  other  samples  submitted  for 
analysis  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

(d)  Ice  Cream. 

Eleven  premises  retail  Ice  Cream  of  the  pre-packed  type,  and 
there  are  two  manufacturers  in  the  district.  The  dealers  obtain 
their  supplies  from  outside  the  area,  whilst  the  manufacturers  use 
the  Heat  Treatment  method. 

Apparatus  used  by  the  manufacturers  conforms  to  the  Ice 
Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  and  all  premises  conform 
with  the  legal  requirements  and  are  registered  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

(e)  Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

Due  to  the  situation  of  some  of  the  factories,  the  disposal  of 
sewage  presents  a  problem.  The  sanitary  accommodation  in  these 
instances  is  provided  by  pail  closets,  and  these  will  be  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  when  sewers  are  available. 
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During"  the  year,  one  such  factory  being  served  by  pail  closets 
installed  its  own  small  sewage  disposal  plant,  and  converted  its 
sanitary  accommodation  to  fresh  water  closets,  to  co-operate  with 
the  Council’s  scheme  to  abolish  insanitary  type  closets. 

7.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  work  of  Rats  and  Mice  destruction  in  the  area  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  satisfactorily.  Maintenance  treatments  of  the  town  sewers 


have  been  completed,  and  the  results  are  as  follows  ; —

The  bait  base  was  deposited  on  the  benching  of  the  man¬ 
holes,  each  manhole  being  pre-baited  upon  consecutive  days.  On 
the  third  day  of  treatment  a  proportionate  amount  of  poison  was 
added  to  the  bait  base,  and  laid  at  all  points  showing  a  “  take  ”  of 
pre-bait,  for  two  manholes  on  each  side  of  that  point. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  an  operator  assisted  by  a  labourer. 
The  operator  is  a  member  of  the  office  clerical  staff  who  is  delegated 
to  perform  this  duty  when  required. 

The  Bury  Road  and  Turton  Road  refuse  tips  each  received 
treatments,  the  results  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

8.  Schools. 

There  are  seven  schools  in  the  district.  Affetside  School  has 
no  piped  water  supply,  and  four  pail  closets  with  one  urinal  form 
the  sanitary  accommodation. 

School  meals  are  prepared  at  the  Central  Kitchen,  Tottington, 
and  are  conveyed  in  containers  to  the  individual  schools.
